"Even In 1914 tho tanning Industry 


was prosperous," said the report, "In 
perhaps a majority of cases earnings 
were ten per cent or more and only 
n few suffered losses. By 1916 and 
1917 It was rather unusual for a com- 
pany to earn less than twenty per 
cent. A Blmllar comparison for man- 
ufacturers of shoos shows that more 
than twice as many made a profit of 
220 per cent or more In 1916 and 1917
